AGAWAM — At 10 months old, Emmal- 
ynn Bishop is “just a typical baby, for the 


most part,” 


said her mother, Gina (Saimeri) 


Bishop of Agawam, but baby Emmalynn is 
fighting a battle for her life. 


Emmalynn was 
just under 9 months 
old when her new 
life — and the lives 
of her parents, Gina 
and John Bishop 
— was turned upside 
down. 

“We noticed that 
her belly was hard,” 
said Gina Bishop. 
“At first, we thought 
it was, you know, 
baby stuff like con- 
stipation or gas.” 

When Emmalynn 
went for her 9-month 
check-up and_ her 
parents mentioned 
that to her physi- 
cian, “they thought 
the same thing, but

they wanted to verify it,’ Bishop said. That

AFD team raises money for 
childhood cancer research

AGAWAM — Members of 
Agawam Fire Department have 
recently answered a different kind 
of call for help — this one to raise 
awareness about the importance 
of childhood cancer research. Six 
firefighters from AFD — including 
Chief Alan Sirois — have signed up 
to participate in the upcoming St. 
Baldrick’s Foundation fundraiser, 
during which they will solicit do- 
nations for childhood cancer re- 
search and, in turn, have their heads 
shaved in solidarity with those kids 
currently battling the disease. The 
event will take place in Amherst on 
April 7. 

Sirois said he found out about 
St. Baldrick’s from Greenfield Fire 
Chief Michael J. Winn, who men- 
tioned it to him around a year ago.

“T thought it was a great cause 
and a good way to get out there and 
have firefighters do good things for 
the community,” said Sirois. 

St. Baldrick’s started in 2000 at 
a pub in Manhattan when a goal of 
shaving 17 heads to raise $17,000 
turned into a total of 19 bald heads 
and $104,000 that was donated to 
fund the research of the Children’s 
Oncology Group. 

In the years that followed, fire- 
fighters, police officers and mili- 
tary groups added head-shaving to 
their public service and held events 
across the country to raise funds. 
By 2005, St. Baldrick’s was an in- 
dependent foundation that raised 
$5.3 million for cancer research. 
Today, total fundraising equals

Public hearing set for Riverwalk 
Loop Project 

The Agawam City Council will hold a 
public hearing Monday, March 18 for a reso- 
lution authorizing the adoption of temporary 
and permanent land takings for the Connect- 
icut Riverwalk Loop project, which is set to 
begin construction this spring. 

According to Deborah S. Dachos, director 
of planning and community development, 
the construction project will be funded with 
$2.4 million of state and federal transporta- 
tion funds. It consists of on- and off-road 
bicycle facilities connecting the existing 
Riverwalk to Main Street and resulting in a 
five-mile loop. 

The town has been working with West 
Springfield-based engineering firm Fuss & 
O’ Neill, which has prepared the construction 
plans and bid specifications for the project, 
said Dachos. Prior to construction, the town 
will have to obtain the necessary construc- 
tion and permanent easements along School 
Street. All affected property owners have 
been contacted and of the 67 easements, 36 
have been donated. Appraisals of the remain- 
der of the easements have been completed, 
said Dachos. 

The total cost (including interest in fee 
and easements being taken) for the proj- 
ect will amount to $58,052. Town will use 


Chapter 90 funds to pay for the easements, 
said Dachos. 

A resolution authorizing the acceptance 
of donations of temporary and permanent 
easements for the project was tabled at the 
council’s March 4 meeting. 


Sewer resolutions remain on 
council table 

Councilors voted to keep tabled four reso- 
lutions related to the Southwest Area Sewer 
Project at their meeting held March 4. In 
addition, they voted to leave tabled an or- 
dinance to amend the Code of the town of 
Agawam by adding an article for mandatory 
sewer connections. 

Eight councilors voted in favor of keep- 
ing the items tabled indefinitely. Councilors 
Gina Letellier and Robert Magovern and 
council Vice President Dennis Perry were 
not present at the meeting. 


Warrant to be approved for state 
primary election 

At its March 18 meeting, the council will 
vote to approve the posting of the warrant for 
the state primary election April 30 and the 
state election June 25. 

The special state primary will be held to 
fill the U.S. Senate seat left vacant by John 
Kerry, who was appointed by President 
Barack Obama to the position of U.S. Sec- 
retary of State.

Suggestions for 
Leonard House trustees 


To the editor: 


The historic Captain Charles Leonard 
House, built in 1805 and located on Main 
Street near Phelps School, is woven into the 
warp and weft of our Town’s distinctive- 
ness. I first fell in love with it in my youth 
while attending square dances there, and my 
love affair continues to this day each time 
I attend a function at the fabled dwelling. 
The recent letter to the editor by the Leon- 
ard House trustees points out that they are 
not at all happy that the House is the town’s 
“best kept secret.” The trustees are working 
diligently, according to the letter, to raise 
awareness that the facility serves as Aga- 
wam’s community house. 

The Leonard House is dependent on 
rental of the facility for its survival, accord- 
ing to the trustees, and its best-kept-secret 
status is not helping in that regard. I’m not 
convinced that the lack of rental activity is 
being caused by people being unaware that 
the house is available to rent for functions. 


In July of 2008, seven months after the eco- 
nomic recession began in December of 2007, 
the Leonard House seemed to be in excel- 
lent financial shape. Trustee David Cecchi 
stated at the time, “We’re doing whatever 
we can to make the house more attractive to 
the people of Agawam. We have hundreds 
of events every year, and thousands of peo- 
ple who use the house. The rental income 
from events such a bridal and baby showers, 
weddings, birthdays, and anniversaries, as 
well as from two upstairs apartments, plus 
an endowment left by prominent Agawam 
resident Minerva Davis make the house 
self-sustaining.” 

Since rentals seemed ample in 2008, it’s 
hard to argue, as the trustees do, that rentals 
are insufficient today because not enough 
people are aware that the facility is available 
to rent. The deficient rental activity must be 
due to other factors such as the weak econo- 
my. I doubt that a letter to the editor will be 
effective in spawning rental business. The 
address of the Leonard House should have 
been mentioned in the beginning of the let- 
ter but didn’t appear until near the end, and 
even then it was mentioned only because

Letters to the editor of no more than 
250 words from supporters endorsing 
specific candidates or discussing cam- 
paign issues are limited to three total 
per candidate during the election sea- 
son. They may be sent to aan @turley. 
com. No election letters will appear in 
the final edition before the election. We 
reserve the right to edit all statements 
of candidacy and letters to the editor to 
meet our guidelines. 

As a hometown newspaper, state, 
county and federal candidates in con- 


tested races who reside privately in our 
main coverage town(s) are offered one 
staff written feature story at the time of 
their official announcement appearing 
at least two months before the election 
date. However, these same hometown 
candidates aren’t allowed to submit a 
separate candidate statement or listing 
in our special election edition. If a state 
or federal candidate living in our direct 
coverage town(s) is running in an un- 
contested race, no feature story inter- 
view will be granted.

family learned that she had a mass of some 
sort in her abdomen. She was then sent for 
an ultrasound at Baystate Medical Center in 
Springfield. The next day, Bishop said, Em- 
malynn was admitted. 

“They didn’t really tell us why; we just 
knew there was a mass,” she said. 

On Wednesday, Emmalynn underwent an 
MRI. Her doctors determined it was safe to 
do a biopsy of the mass, which took place 
Thursday, and the results came back that it 
was cancerous, said Bishop. 

By Friday, they learned that Emmalynn 
had stage III hepatoblastoma, a childhood 
liver cancer. The tumor was nonresectable, 
meaning it was too large to remove, but 
the good news was that it hadn’t spread to 
her lymph nodes, Bishop explained. And 
although the doctors at Baystate Medi- 
cal Center haven’t established a prognosis 
— they say all patients are different — Bishop 
learned through her research that treatment 
for hepatoblastoma has about a 70 percent 
success rate. 

“That’s actually really good for cancer,” 
she said. 

Just eight days after her check-up, Em- 
malynn started chemotherapy. 

“Our world slipped upside down on us,” 
said Bishop, who took a leave from her part- 
time job at Outback in West Springfield, to 
care for her sick daughter. 

The first regimen, which was scheduled 
to end yesterday, was six weeks long. On 
Thursday, March 14, Emmalynn is sched- 
uled for another CT scan/MRI, after which 
her parents will meet with the surgical team/ 


oncologist to learn whether or not the chemo 
was successful in shrinking the tumor so that 
it may be removed. 

“That’s what we are nervous about and 
praying for at this point because if [the 
chemo] has not shrunk it enough, more than 
likely she’ll need another round,” said Bish- 
op, who went on to state that if the tumor 
hasn’t shrunk, it’s also possible Emmalynn 
will be sent to Boston where doctors will 
look into transplant options. 

At this stage, faith is important for the 
Bishops, said Gina, who met her husband of 
nearly three years at Agawam Church of the 
Bible. 

John Bishop, a native of upstate New York, 
was new to the area when he decided to take 
his son to church, said Gina Bishop. 

“[It] happened to be the one my family had 
gone to since I was a kid,” she said. Today, 
members of the parish — which merged with 
Valley Community Church in 2010 to form 
Hope Community Church — have helped the 
Bishops through the last six months. 

“Our church family ... got together on 
their own and brought us meals every single 
night when this whole thing happened,” said 
Bishop, adding, “They still continue that at 
least three times a week. Everyone has just 
been so amazing.” 

Likewise, the community at large has lent 
its support to the family, she said. 

When her aunts and uncles learned of Em- 
malynn’s diagnosis, they got together to plan 
a benefit fundraiser, which was held March 
3, to help the Bishops defray their expenses 
while Gina is out of work caring for Emmal- 
ynn.

“They sat down one day at a birthday par- 
ty and decided to do a fundraiser,” she said. 
“They met every week and got other people 
involved, friends and family members and 
reached out to the community. 

They put this whole thing together and it 
turned out to be quite an amazing event.” 

According to Bishop, the Knights of Co- 
lumbus Hall in West Springfield, where the 
event was held, has a capacity of 250 peo- 
ple. 

“I'd say around dinner time, we surpassed 
that. It was pretty packed,” she said. 

Bishop said she couldn’t find the words 
to describe how she felt knowing so many

people turned out to support her family. 

“We have been so overwhelmed and so 
thankful,” she said. 

As for Emmalynn, Bishop said her daugh- 
ter is “a character and a half. 

“She is pretty much the funniest little kid 
you could ever meet in your entire life,” said 
Bishop. “She has been an absolute trouper 
and our hero throughout this whole thing. 
She just keeps trucking along. You wouldn’t 
know she’s sick.”

Student shares love of writing with superintendent

library. Sapelli had a special front row seat 
to hear a very confident — and delighted — 
youngster recite his humorous essay, “Snow 
Day.” 

“I was very surprised when I learned that 
Ethan wanted me to come to his school to 
hear him read his essay,” said Sapelli. “Most 
elementary students have no idea who I am 
or what I do, much less invite me to their 
school.” 

A ‘remarkable personality’ 

But Ethan isn’t like most students his age. 
“From the moment I met Ethan in Septem- 
ber, his remarkable personality stood out,” 
said Carrie DiClementi, Ethan’s teacher. 
“He has quite an amazing sense of humor, 
wise beyond his years.” 

DiClementi said that in fourth grade, 
one of the skills she focuses on is teaching 
children how to express their own personal- 
ity and add voice to their writing. “This is 
usually quite a difficult concept for fourth 
graders, but Ethan grabbed ahold of this and 
excelled. His comedic personality shines 
brightly in his writing.” 

When Ethan’s class was assigned to write 
a story about their favorite snow day, Ethan 
decided to write about the day he ambushed 
his sister with, in his words, “M.O.A.S. 
(Mother of all Snowballs).” After writing his 
essay a few weeks ago, Ethan read his story 
aloud to his classmates. 

“The reaction from his peers was price- 
less,’ said DiClementi. “The laughs and 


smiles filled our room, and we all knew 
instantly what a great example of ‘voice’ 
Ethan had shared with us.” 

DiClementi then gave a copy of Ethan’s 
essay to Linda Dimartino, the district’s lit- 
eracy coach who works with teachers from 
preschool through grade 4. Dimartino was 
so impressed with the essay that she wanted 
to share it with Sapelli. 

When DiClementi asked Ethan for permis- 
sion to show his essay to the superintendent, 
Ethan was thrilled — and worried. “Ethan 
was concerned that Mr. Sapelli wouldn’t 
truly ‘hear’ his voice as a writer. He wanted 
the opportunity to read the essay to Mr. Sa- 
pelli,” she said. 

“T wanted to see him laugh when he heard 
what I wrote,” explained Ethan when asked 
why he wanted the superintendent to hear, 
rather than read, the essay. “I thought he 
would enjoy my humor more if I read it 
aloud.” 

After reading his seven-page, handwritten 
essay, Ethan received a high five and praise 
from the school’s principal, Cheryl Salomao. 
She told him, “Good job, buddy.” 

‘Honored’ by superintendent’s visit 

Ethan was like a star performer as he 
read his essay. He said he felt “honored” 
and “very special” with the attention that 
Sapelli’s visit brought. Ethan said he learned 
about the job of the superintendent when he 
was in kindergarten. 

Sapelli said he was impressed with Ethan’s 
writing and reading skills. “It’s a tribute to 
the work of our teachers and our curriculum, 


because it exposes students like Ethan to dif- 
ferent types of reading and writing.” 

He added that he hopes his classroom visit 
will help “raise the bar’ for the other stu- 
dents. “The visit was a positive motivator for 
other students in the class because they saw 
the results — and the attention — that Ethan 
received from his hard work.” 

Dimartino said Ethan is just one example 
of the type of student writers that DiCle- 
menti is helping to develop in her classroom. 
“Carrie is an outstanding teacher. She’s one 
of my teacher leaders at Granger. As part of 
our writing initiative, she teaches personal 
narrative. Carrie’s students are well aware of 
voice as one trait of writing.” 

Ethan said his goal is to eventually write 
children’s books. “I like to write — a lot. 
Sometimes I can write about real things and 
sometimes I can be real wild — like writing 
about flying to the moon.” 

Reading is another favorite activity of 
Ethan’s. In fact, he’s such a bookworm that 
Ethan said his teacher often has to tell him to 
put his book down so he can do other things 
in class. 

Ethan also likes to make people laugh. 
“He can be quite a comedian at home and 
we never know what he might come up with 
to make us laugh,” said his mother, Meghan 
Harnois. “He’s not shy at all. Ethan’s a very 
confident child, very outgoing, and not afraid 
to tackle any challenge.” 

While his next classroom writing assign- 
ment will be about memorable moments — he 
plans to write about the first day of summer

over $1.4 million and increases daily. 

Although a few Agawam firefighters have 
participated in this event on their own in the 
past, Sirois said he was hoping for a team 
effort this year. 

Five other department members answered 
Sirois’ call for participants: Deputy Chief 
BJ Calvi and firefighters Marc Pereira, Bill 
Kraus, Cory Ducharme and Renee Petrone. 

“It’s good for comraderie,” Sirois said. 
“We’re public service-oriented individuals 
anyway. This is a good way to have firefight- 
ers give back.” 

He called it a tribute to the children who 
lose their hair when undergoing chemother- 
apy or radiation treatments. 

“We’re doing it as a ‘Don’t feel bad if it 
happens to you,’ kind of thing,” he said. 

The team has set an individual goal of 
$200 for each participant and a team goal of 
$2000, said Petrone. At presstime, the team 
has raised 86 percent of their goal, accord- 
ing to the St. Baldrick’s Foundation website 
www.stbaldricks.org. Petrone is leading the 
individual fundraisers with nearly $1,000 in 
donations, said Sirois. 

“Apparently a lot of people want to see a 
woman shave her head,” he said. 

Petrone laughed at that comment and said 
it is certainly true, if her fundraising efforts 
are any indication. 

The soon-to-be new mom said she has no- 
ticed an increased number of sick children 
being born every day and that this was some- 
thing she could do to help try to reduce those 
numbers. 

“The only wish I have for my child is that 
it’s healthy,” she said. “It’s my way of giving 
back and paying it forward.”

She first learned of the St. Baldrick’s 
Foundation when the chief started soliciting 
volunteers about a month ago and, after do- 
ing a little research, found it to be “a really 
credible organization,” she said.

“a little gem of wit, sentiment and charm. 
The absurdities that can come from a breach 
of promise case, when the sensibilities of the 
jury and the judge are affected, was just the 
sort of subject to inspire Gilbert, and the li- 
bretto he produced in turn inspired Sullivan 
to write some of his most sparkling music.” 

Since its founding more than 35 years ago, 
the all-volunteer Valley Light Opera has pro- 
duced all fourteen of Gilbert and Sullivan’s 
operas, as well as several other works, in 
support of their mission: to produce excel- 
lent light opera; to provide members of the 
community the opportunity to participate at 
all levels of these productions; and to afford 
both participants and audiences enjoyment 
and a deeper appreciation of light opera.

So Trahan makes learning math fun, 
encourages students to push themselves, 
and gives them a desire to succeed. 

That’s why many of his Agawam High 
School students are top performers in the na- 
tional Advanced Placement (AP) exam. It’s 
also why Trahan was honored recently for 
his work in helping Agawam and other lo- 
cal high school students prepare to take that 
rigorous exam. 

Trahan teaches two AP Calculus courses 
— one for juniors and seniors, one for seniors 
only — that are similar in scope to college 
calculus I and calculus II classes. Students 
enrolled in AP courses — freshman college 
courses taken in high school — take a na- 
tional exam each spring that measures their

performance. 

Trahan, a 15-year AHS teacher, also runs 
after-school AP study programs and teaches 
a summer program that prepares algebra II 
honors students for AP calculus. His dedica- 
tion to helping students succeed was a major 
plus when AHS received a grant three years 
ago to fund its participation in the Massa- 
chusetts Math + Science Initiative (MMSI) 
— a statewide initiative launched in 2008 to 
increase the number of students taking math, 
science, and English AP courses. 

Trahan was tapped as lead teacher for 
MMSI’s Lower Pioneer Valley Cluster that 
includes AHS, Chicopee, South Hadley, and 
West Springfield high schools. AHS is one 
of 64 schools participating in the privately- 
funded MMSI. 

Trahan coordinates team meetings and AP 
math teacher meetings for his cluster dis- 
tricts. He also organizes MMSI Student Sat- 
urday Study Sessions for mathematics that 
are held three times during the school year 
for students to review the AP exam. 

“The sessions I coordinate for students in 
high schools for our cluster are funded by 
the MMSI grant. They’re like a miniature 
conference with four workshops that stu- 
dents attend during the day,” said Trahan. 

He added that the MMSI grant also pro- 
vides teacher training as well as money for 
supplies and equipment for schools. 

The goal is not only to increase partici- 
pation in the AP exam, but also to increase 
the number of students receiving qualify- 
ing scores on the exam. Scores range from 
1 to 5, with 5 being the best. Students who 
score a 3 — considered a “passing” score — or 
higher can earn college credit while still in 
high school. 

This can be a big advantage when stu- 
dents are competing for college admission. 
According to a study by the National As- 
sociation of College Admissions Officers, 
80 percent of college admission officials 
cite course selection/grades in college prep

courses as the most important criteria in col- 
lege admissions. 

Trahan, who administers the school’s AP 
statistics, said the year before AHS joined 
MMSI, 87 AP exams were administered 
across all subject areas. This year, he expects 
more than 500 exams to be taken. 

For the past two years, Trahan’s AP stu- 
dents have achieved “outstanding” results on 
the AP calculus exam. At least 32 out of 35 
students received scores of 3 or higher. His 
class average is usually a 4.3. 

Trahan’s AP success rate, coupled with 
his work on AP study sessions, earned him a 
major distinction last month. He’s one of 15 
Massachusetts teachers — five in math, five 
in science, and five in English — who are re- 
cipients of the first MMSI Teacher in Excel- 
lence awards. 

The awards celebration was scheduled for 


March 7 in Boston and more than 300 people 
were expected to attend, but adverse weather 
forced it to be postponed to a later date. 

Trahan, past president and treasurer of the 
Association of Teachers of Mathematics in 
Western Massachusetts, has hosted a prac- 
tice AP Calculus and AP Statistics exam for 
the past 12 years in late March. Held on a 
Saturday, more than 200 students from more 
than 20 schools in the area are expected to 
participate this year. Students who attend eat 
breakfast and lunch and sit for the four and 
a half-hour test. 

“Before students leave, they get their 
corrected exam with a score,” said Trahan. 
“Teachers use the practice test and scoring 
information to help students prepare for the 
actual exam.” 

In addition to teaching AP Calculus, Tra-

AGAWAM - Scott Trahan knows that 
today’s high school students will need 
much more than basic math skills to com- 
pete in a global economy. So, for most of 
his 15 years at AHS, he’s been persistent 
about doing more than just teaching cal- 
culus courses. 

Trahan has used his passion for math to 
give students extra guidance and prepara- 
tion for the challenging national Advanced 
Placement (AP) exam. This involved 
working afterschool, on Saturdays, and 
during the summer to help students im- 
prove their performance on the exam. 

For students, the benefit to students is 
enormous. Those who receive a qualify- 
ing score on the AP exam have a better 
chance at success in college. For Trahan, 
the reward is seeing students succeed. 

Last month, Trahan’s passion and per- 
sistence — particularly the last three work- 
ing with other area math teachers to help 
prepare students for the AP exam — were 
recognized by a statewide organization. 

Trahan is one of 15 Massachusetts 
AP teachers honored by the Massachu- 
setts Math + Science Initiative (MMSI). 
Launched five years ago by Boston-based 
Mass Insight Education — an organization 
focused on education reform strategies in 
Massachusetts - MMSI’s goal is to increase 
the number of students taking AP courses. 

The announcement of his selection as 
a recipient of an MMSI Teacher in Excel- 
lence award, which was inaugurated just 
this year, brought high praise for Trahan 
and his work with students. 

“Scott’s done a terrific job with AP stu- 
dents for many years — even before Aga- 
wam joined MMSI,” said Agawam Super- 
intendent William Sapelli. He said while 
Trahan is among many outstanding teach- 
ers who teach AP courses, “MMSI has 
helped us train even more AP teachers.” 

Added Sapelli, “Scott deserves a lot of 
credit and recognition for going the extra

AHS Principal Steve Lemanski said 
the MMSI award will bring notoriety to 
Trahan’s efforts and to the importance of 
taking AP courses. “Students who take AP 
courses perform better in college. Scott’s 
persistence in having students attend- 
ing after-school help and Saturday study 
sessions helps to move our students into 
passing AP math exams.” 

He said Trahan “puts a lot of time and 
effort” into teaching students. Scott 
shares his passion for math with them.” 
Lemanski added that while AHS is in the 
last year of the MMSI grant, he hopes to 
continue with some of the programs that 
have been paid for through the grant, such 
as teacher professional development and 
student study sessions. 

“Without the grant, we’ll need to secure 
funding elsewhere. Recognition for Scott 
and acknowledgement of the huge strides 
we’ve made at AHS since 2008 could help 
with a funding source,” said Lemanski. 

Mayor Richard Cohen, who also chairs 
the school committee, wrote Trahan a let- 
ter congratulating him on his award. He 
called Trahan “a dedicated and devoted 
teacher” for his extra effort, time, and 
commitment to teaching. “You are an ex- 
ample from which all of us can learn.” 

Mort Orlov II, president of MMSI, said 
Trahan has gone “above and beyond” to 
help his students succeed and to help in- 
spire his peers. He said Trahan, as a lead 
teacher, works with other math teachers to 
help promote best teaching practices. 

Tom De Santes, director of Marketing 
Communications Services for Mass In- 
sight, said recipients were selected by a 
committee based on a “quantitative and 
qualitative process” that considered sev- 
eral factors, including the total number, 
the total increase, and the rate of increase 
in qualifying exam scores earned.

First 3A title in school history

AGAWAM - The skate was finally on the other foot. 

The Brownies dominated play and for the first time in six 
years, Agawam hockey defeated South Hadley in a tourna- 
ment game as they won the Western Massachusetts Division 
3A championship last Thursday night with a 5-1 win over 
the Tigers. 

The Brownies and Tigers did go through a lot of defense 
early in the game, but when Agawam took a 2-1 lead in the 
second period and continued to shoot on goal, the tide finally 
began to change for Agawam, which has a very deep roster. 

“They outworked and out-executed a very good South 
Hadley team,” said coach Rich Feeley. “I was very happy 
with all the work the players put in.” 

Agawam drew first blood and scored in the first period, 
but the Tigers came back with a goal in the second to tie the 
score. While Agawam was the number one seed, it was re- 
ally losing five straight years, four of them in the tournament 
finals, which made Agawam the underdog. 

That all changed with 4:29 left in the second period when a 
loose back found its way into the center to the stick of sopho- 
more Billy Wysocki, who sent off a wrist shot that skipped 
off the goalie pad and into the goal to make it 2-1. 

Then, Seamus Curran took advantage of an Agawam pow- 
er play a short time later. Curran advanced up the right side 
and pushed the puck through the weak side of the goal to 
give Agawam a two-goal lead with 2:58 left in the second. 

But Agawam was not finished as they wanted to make 
their statement well before the game ended. 

Corey Jenks, ones of Agawam’s most consistent scorers 
for the past two seasons, score Agawam’s fourth goal with 
1:24 left. 

Jenks had a defender tugging him the entire way as he ad- 
vanced up the right side. He used his body to keep the de- 
fender away from the puck as he curved left toward the goal. 
With that same defender still tugging on him, he flicked a 
backhand shot as he passed the goal to send Agawam’s large 
fan base erupting in the balcony seats. 

With some time remaining in the third period, Agawam 
led on shots and goal and time of possession. South Hadley 
did their very best to play good defense, and did for most of 
the first period, but they were unable to contain the Brownies 
once they started scoring. 

Bobby Koziol added a third period goal for Agawam to 
complete the scoring. 

They outshot the Tigers 39-17. 

Goalie Anthony Ascioti made 16 saves while Devin Hoa- 
gland made 34 for South Hadley. Robert Kass scored South 
Hadley’s lone goal. 

James Newsome scored for Agawam in the first period to 
give the Brownies the lead. Agawam had five different play- 
ers score goals in the championship win, showing how their 
depth has been a strength all season and scoring threats have 
come from everywhere. That team depth is what led Aga- 
wam to victory, Feeley said. 

“As a team, we were pretty happy with the way things went 
on Thursday, but no one was surprised by our success or how 
we achieved it,” said Feeley.

Stratton recalled knowing Da- 
vid Trehey and helped arrange the 
Visit. 

“T thought it would be a great 
idea for the kids to meet him,” 
said Stratton.
